* the isthmus, canal plant, i.orkshups, the 
railway hospitals, etc., and enquiry prov- 
ed that over throe millions of dollars have 
beet, e.xpended on hospitals. M. Charles 
de Lesaopa ia said to have been in con- 
stant attendance upon M. Rousseau, and 
his constant an.xiety was apparent to 
all observers. 31, Rousaoau did his work 
in a careful aad cunBoiontioua manner, 
without fear and without frtvor.

— Shortly t'ftor three 
o'clock a crowd of socialists and others 
who had worked tlieraselyes into a frenzy 
I started yelling toward -the McCorniick 
j reaper workii half a mile distant. The 
polico, who were immodlatoly telephoned 
I for soon arrived and drawing revolvers 
I fired indiscriminately into tho crowd.

Two of the wagoiia while on tho way to 
the scene stopped to disperse tho mob and 
a denioiifltrative crowd at tho corner of 
B'.ue Island avenue and Lincoln street 
The mob attacked ihom vtrith stones but 
tho ofScers jiimp'ed from tho wagons and 
by vigorous use of clubs sunt the rioters 
flying in all directions. They then turned 
and began driving the iioiay crowds out 
of the saloons in the uoighljorhood using 
clnbs iudiscriminately. lusido tbo icuco 
of McConniok's worka Offlcer EaB'erty had 
a very narrow escape. A rioter who had 
got inside came up behind him and was 
pointing a pistol at-, his head not two feet 
away^when ~Lieut> Shepard struck him to 
the earth with his club, shivering it to 
pieces with the vigor, of the blow. At 5 
o'clock the police wei:e forming a hollow 
square, inside which they intend to escort 
McCormiok's men beyond tho mob's reaeh. 
Soon after the polico escorted McCormick'.s 
men up beyond Twenty-socoud street with- 
out trouble, except from an occasional 
atone burled from a safe hiding place. 
Four men were found wounded with bul- 
lets. Two of them were taken away in a 
pv.trol wagon, and ono was shot through 
the hip and one through the leg. There 
were many badly damaged beads.^ 

Offic-er Casey nearly, 'suffered'^'. an igno- 
minious death at the hands of the infuri- 
ated 4ociidiat3. After a groat mob had 
been virtually dispersed, Casey, with 
three other policeman, carried .loo \^^ed- 
dick, one of the wounded strikers, to his 
homo at 422 West Sovonleonth street . 
The patrol wagon was followed by an 
angty crowd of Bohemians, who yolled 
loudly for revenge of the wounds of their 
three fallen comradoa; but when the wag- 
on turned down Center avenue to Seven- 
en teenth street thecrowd did not follow. 
In silence they watched their country- 
man borne from tho wagon into liis Imuse, 
and the ofhcora,' after laying Weddick 
upon a bod, left with the exception of 
Oasey, whu remained behind to got a re- 
port of the man's condition. While 
Casey was talking to the wounded niaa'a 
wife, many of Weddick's ' iympathizera 
had pressed their way into the house. 
Tho injured man was asked who shot him . 
Evidently iniaiiiiderBtandiiig the ques- 
tion, Weddick raised liia hand 
and pointed at OlJieer Casey. 
The crowd inside the hoiiso 
went into a frenzy, seizing olHcer Casey 
they dragged him out .on the sido^alk. 
"Lynch him, lynch kirn !" they cried, and 
several nf thoir number ran for ropes. 
Casey, a man of powerful frame, was like 
an infant hemmed in as _ ho was by the 
mob. In the ensuing struggle lie received 
fearful bruises, arid his clothing was near- 
ly torn" from his body. A rope was 
brouglit and ono and was :inuio fast to a 
lamp post directly in front of W'addick's 
door. At sight of the improvised scaffold 
the mob shrieked with delight. Casey 
fought with the frenzy of desperation, 
as the crowd pressed bim to the .gallows. 
He gathered all his remainiilg 
strength, and dashing head foreiuoat from 
his aBsaiiants, jumped iuto the street, f(jl - 
lowed by huuch'eds, who began tiring at 
him as he ran. He was mot by a patrol 
wagon full of polico, who having beard tho 
tumult were hurrying to his ussiatanco. 
Casey clambered into the wagbn and fell 
upon a seat ■exhftuatad.' Yriieljiysgpn was 
Hurrounded in a mbmeiit ' by hi's pursurers, 
but at sight of the' policemeQs' revolvers 
they quickly scattered. While this ' was 
going on Casey revived sufllcioufly to 
point ojit among those who wero the last, 
to turn one of the crowd who had beou 
particujariy officious in bringing the rope, 
Tho man was arrested and immediately 
driven to the station. Ho gave bis name 
ns Joseph Hess.

Herr 
Steiglitz, a great Rusaiaii land owner, 
is worth .$20,000,000, and ho ia the 
richeBt individual in the Ozar's do- 
mains; though the Swedish Oil Kings, 
tho Nodel brothers, owu property 
valued at $400,000,000. They distance 
the Standard Oil Oompany, their only 
rival in tlio jietroleum trade. 

The .suicide of the Earl of Shaftes- 
bury uiado a great sensation in Eng- 
land. It has been only six months 
.since ho succeeded to his father, who 
was famous as a patron of Exeter Hall 
meetings, and was prominent in all 
evangelical enterprises, iie leaves a 
widow (Lady Harriet, daughter of the 
third jMarquis of Donegal) and one son 
and live daughters.

The other creeks are 
still 30 much encumbered wilh ice and 
snow that it is probablo no luiuinc; activ- 
ity will be exhibited before tho middle of 
Juno, or perhaps later. 

This is a very unfortunate state of af- 
fairs for the district, as few oi the new- 
comers can afford to remain idle^'liind 
manyliaveireft 'with' reports of ah unfa- 
vorable nature, oalcutatod to encourage 
the belief that tho mines are a partial 
failuro. But conlidenco will bo restored 
when the difhcultiea mentioned are re- 
moved. 

Several proniising quartz ledges have 
been taken- iip and recorded. Tho ap- 
pearance of the ore is highly spoken of 
by persons experienced in that Important

The clerk read the report of Mr. H. Pick- 
ering, who had returned from San Fnnicis- 
co in response to a telegram sent him by 
the conucil. The report summarized is as

Tho report ntatos that ho has minutely 
inspected tlio city and its snrroundin;,'" 
nuil has talcoii many adtlitional si^ctiona 
and levels. Mr. I'it-kering saya lie 
has been ooiiliiiuously iu couinnniicu- 
tiou wilh the draiuugu committee and 
the corporation otlicers and is now in 
a position to form correct conclusions. 
The design shows the chief part of the city- 
draining by an outlet into Itoss b-ay. Its 
course is from Rosa bay along lha valley 
oroaaing Muss and Cook stroets to Hum- 
boldtstraet; thencealong riumbijldtatreet. 
Wharf street, a short distance up John- 
son rtreet, then along 'Store atreet and 
Discovery street to the interaetkiun of 
Government and Di-coverystreeta ending 
with tho invert at 3011 23 faet above 
datum. Tho totid length of outfall aewer 
will be about 12.300 feet with a uniform 
form full of about L ill 807. The invert 
at Ross bay will be 94 feet above datum 
and that;at the head-;uf the aewer about 7 
foot btdow the surface of intersection of 
tho rtircct. Tho wholo of tho city will 
drain into this outfall auwor with tho oi- 
caption of .lumea' bay district, which hi^s 
an outfall about '-'00 yards (up tho atraita) 
from the point wliero Montreal street 
abuts on thu shore. Thia Jamoa bay terri- 
tory has soinij dwelling-housea of cua- 
aiderablc «niue placed I'ow with regard to 
tha sea-level, and to some extent coiiipela 
the adoption of a acpanite uutfull f r thia 
district. Any discliargc into the sea will 
never enter tho hartior. Thu loa diiiy 
branch sewors and outfalls will he uf 
brickwork in Portland cement. The Ross 
bay outfall will ^be circulap^in section, all 
other brick sowers will bo of cyg-sh:iped 
section. Tho romniudor of the aewora 
will bo of glazed carthcnwure pipe, wliioh 
in total length will exceed the brick 
aewera. Separate aystems of drainago 
for local and liquid refuao, and fcr sur- 
face water from streets have not hitherto 
met with approval from the boat author- 
itioa. In thia casa one system will pro- 
vide for both, but he urges the nacossity 
of utilizing all the natural valleys of de- 
pression and prasjnt drains forasmuch 
surface water as caa jbetjoonreniently run 
into themf' and" ttiis' may be diacharged 
into the harbor without damage. Three 
storm water reliofa will be constructed 
along Wharf and Store stroets to ease the 
outfall sewer in case of an unprecedented 
rainfall. The subsoil drainage will be 
effaoted by tha cutting of thu strata in 
laying down the sowers. The ventilation 
will bo provided for on tho open system, 
aided by a perfect system of ahaft venti- 
lation for each houae drain. In summer 
some flushing ossiatanco will be doairuble. 
In the larger sowers thia will bo 
effected by galea which collect a 
head and when suddenly opened sets up 
a strong scour. Ill the case ot .smaller, 
tributary sewers fltrahiiig chambers in 
brickwork will ba placed and ao con- 
structed as to discharge lultomat- 
oally. It was intended at first to 
drain tho lowest part of Pembroke street, 
but aa this small puluh of territory ia at 
present unbuilt on and is not suitable 
for dwelling houses, it was suggested that 
it might ba excluded and thus increase the 
fficiency and leaacii the coot of the Rosa 
bay SBwer. A sniull piece of territory at 
the northeast part uf Bay street and 
Queen's avenue might be exoladed, aa .it 
alopoa away to the north, and ia not' built 
on. He suggests that the council should 
only include on the first contract of ese- 
cution an estimate and quantities of such 
sewors and works as are absolutely riucea- 
ary at present, and would rcapoctfuUy 
suggest that.in the Rpaa bay aection of de- 
livery the boundary of the district to be 
drained should be the outfall sewer on tho 
one side ;| Discovery street to Douglas, 
along tha latter to Bay, up Bay to Blanch- 
ard, along the latter to Pandora, up Pan- 
dora to Cook, and along Cook to the out- 
fall, and in the James' hay section to in- 
clude the outfall aewer in Montreal street 
along the shore towards tho outer wharf, 
along by Belleville street, and up Men- 
ziea street to Superior street, and the 
streets near Bird Cage Walk, aud all ter- 
ritory within those aforeaaid districts. An 
explanatory map accompanied tho report .
